tendent Dr. William Cooper along with Assistant Superin- 
tendent Jane Macdonald and Old Rochester Community 
Television (ORCTV) Executive Director Kim Miot wel- 
comed a contingent from the local press to tour the newly 
re-renovated school studio facility on Thursday, January 
10 and to announce the coming of the school district's 
educational channel (ED-TV). Also on hand were the 
school's television production and journalism instructors. 
Deb Stinson and Lee Shionis. 

Over the past year the studio facility in the Old 
Rochester Regional High and Junior High School base- 
ment has undergone a series of changes that have re- 
sulted in the studio being made ready for student use 
once again. Since her arrival at ORCTV, Ms. Miot has met 
regularly with Dr. Cooper, Ms. Stinson and Ms. Shionis to 
re-establish ORCTV's educational mission and to get the 
studio back online. Having determined what equipment 
the studio had on hand and what equipment was needed, 
Ms. Miot spent many hours pounding the pavement and 
working the phones using her contacts in the world of ac- 
cess television trying to track down the missing odds and 
ends needed to get the school's studio facility functional 
after operations came to a halt in early 2007 due to an 
infestation of health-threatening mold. 

Dr. Cooper, for his part, made all of the necessary 
arrangements to cleanse both the studio and the air ducts 
that were determined to be at the root of the poor air qual- 
ity in the the ORR basement. The school's maintenance 
staff removed walls, carpet and other hazards while OR- 
CTV rewired and re-outfitted the studio's control room 
with the help of Ric Rebelo, who served as the organiza- 
tion's interim director this past summer. Air quality tests 
that have been conducted over the past several months 
have shown that the mold has been removed and the 
space is safe for use by the school district's student body.

Dr. Cooper said, "We will test this area and other areas of 
the school annually to be sure the problem does not occur 
again." 

ORCTV and the school district expect that Chan- 
nel 18, the educational arm of the ORCTV umbrella of 
stations, will be online by April. The combined Tri-Town 
Boards of Selectmen recently approved an agreement 
between the station and Comcast Cable that will wire 
the new ORCTV studios at the Captain Hadley House in 
Marion to accommodate the signal for channel 18 as well 
as the station's access channel 9 and each of the tri-town's 
individual government channels. 

In addition to the studio equipment that OR- 
CTV provided to ORR for their instructional facility, the 
organization has also purchased digital video cameras for 
schools throughout the district. Ms. Miot has held a series 
of workshops that have given teachers basic knowledge 
of camera operation that will be put to use as the instruc- 
tors fan out over the Old Rochester School District filming 
events that will make up much of the programming that 
will be seen on channel 18. 

"It's my hope that we will have events from all 
of our schools on the channel," Dr. Cooper said. He also 
envisions a time when parents will be able to tune in and 
see their children performing in plays, school sporting 
events, lectures and other education-related happenings 
being broadcast on Channel 18.

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Fiscal Year 2009 budget to the board. 

"Basically if you look at the revenue projections 
... the excise tax (numbers) are down by 15 or 20 percent/' 
Mr. LaCamera said. "All the other receipts are down as 
well. (The budget is) about $60,000 less than it was the 
previous fiscal year. (If) the governor's budget stays to its 
commitment to state aid ... we'll have about a net increase 
of $500,000. As we go over the budget process over the 
next few months, these numbers will become more con- 
crete." 

"These are conservative projections, which I'm 
pleased about," Selectman McGaffey said. "We're looking 
at a net increase which is just about the same as the cost- 
of-living (rate)."

"Right now Fm anticipating a 10 percent, or 
$50,000 increase in health insurance costs,'' Mr. LaCamera 
added. "If we get lucky, it might come in lower than that. 
When I put the budget projections together my instruc- 
tions to all the departments were no increases in staff and 
no increases in services, but to maintain the staff and ser- 
vices that we have (right now). We don't have the school 
budgets at this point, but I used a three-percent increase 
(figure) over last year's numbers. If the schools are look- 
ing for more than three percent, that's going to affect the 
overall budget as well." 

Mr. LaCamera said he plans to update the num- 
bers next week in time for their next regular Selectmen's 
meeting on January 28. 

"I will have the Memorial School budget at that 
time," he said. "We'll probably have the ORR (School 
District) budget the first week of February." 

Mr. LaCamera also noted that he will be meeting 
with members of the Rochester School Committee and 
Finance Committee (FinCom) on January 31 to review the 
local elementary school budget. 

"It will be an interesting couple of months," he 

said. 

Under correspondence, the board received:

Mr. LaCamera maintained the town would not 
be liable since it would clearly fall under the purview of 
the condo association, but he would request something in 
writing from Town Counsel to that effect.

Directed by Juan Antonio Bayona. Running time: 100 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

It's obvious that The Orphanage, a new Spanish supernatural drama 
being groomed for Oscar attention, is meant to be more than a scare 
flick. It's meant to be a meditation on loss and grief (which doesn't 
exactly make it the first ghost story ever to address those themes, but 
whatever). Was it also meant to be so sedate and uninvolving? The 
Orphanage is confidently pieced together by first-time director Juan 
Antonio Bayona, a protege of the successful Mexican fantasist Guillermo 
del Toro {Pans Labyrinth), who produced the film. It goes for dread 
over gore (with one exception), spooky sounds over cheap shocks 
(same exception). In theory Fm all for it. In practice it lost me. 

Most of the movie's charge comes from Belen Rueda as Laura, 
who was an orphan as a girl and now, at age 37, wants to re-open her 
old orphanage for disabled kids. Laura's son Simon (Roger Princep) is 
adopted and HIV-positive — you know, just in case we wouldn't feel 
sorry enough for him. Designing a supernatural tale around children 
is by no means new, but I confess some weariness with it. Rueda, 
however, roots the movie in the fierce reality of a woman struggling to 
keep her son from disappearing into an imaginary world. Simon sees 
ghosts — the ghosts of the orphan kids Laura grew up with. One of 
them is disfigured, his face hidden behind a burlap sack. This allows 
for a few fleeting creepy moments, though not enough to sustain the 
film. 

Sergio G. Sanchez' script piles on the convolutions. Why are the 
orphans dead? Well, that has something to do with the burlap kid, 
whose mother .... Oh, skip it. Geraldine Chaplin is brought in as a 
psychic, who wanders around the orphanage while being filmed in 
night vision. There's a laughably abrupt death-by-bus, leading to a 
shock image of the victim's jaw bloodily unhinged; too bad we've 




just seen Laura's husband trying to give the victim mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation seconds earlier. 

The Orphanage turns vaguely depressing, a fable in which the be- 
reaved longs for death in order to join lost ones forever. Unfortunately, 
the script lacks the artistry necessary to marry horror and drama, and 
Bayona is no del Toro; the movie has no wildness, no beauty. It's a rather 
dreary experience, and eventually even Belen Rueda's performance 
begins to seem shrill in relation to the narrative dead zone around her. 
And the movie uses damaged kids a little too cavalierly, employing 
them for eerie pathos without bothering to find out much about them. 
(Apparently, no one cared enough to look into the orphans' deaths; 
it's as if the film didn't care either.) 

There's promise here, if Bayona finds a sharper (or more poetic) 
screenplay next time. Bayona has a knack for the usual spook tactics, 
though not much that horror fans haven't seen before. To craft a truly 
unsettling ghost story with staying power, a director needs to be a 
little crazy — needs to understand in his or her bones why kids are 
afraid to go down to the basement or have their feet sticking out of 
bed. Bayona has a mechanical understanding of those things, but on 
the evidence here, he doesn't feel them enough to make us feel them 
too.
